Robliers failed in an attempt 
to 
gain entrance into <1 lie safe at the 
Falmouth Bank during the 
night, 
hut several hundred dollars damage 
was done to the safe and contents 
by the acety lene toreh, used by them 
to melt a hole in the safe. 
The robbers abandoned their job 
unfinished, after pry ing into atiout 
onehalf of the safety deposit box es 
u-ed bv the patrons of 
the 
bank. 
The box es were metal, and are locat­ 
ed above the bank safe. 
Officers of the bank were unable 
today to make an estimate of 
the 
loss, but stated that the bank safe 
was ruined bey ond repair. Possibly 
$150 in currency , located inside of 
the safe, was burned from the in­ 
tense heaf of the toreh. 
The robbers left sig ns indicating 
that the interior of the safe had 
been on fire, as water had been used 
to ex tinguish the burning contents. 
Valuable documents and bonds were 
scorched and damaged, but rt is be­ 
lieved that the robl>ers did not get 
any of the money . 
Sheriff S. L. Hunt was called this 
morning by Fred Light foot, 
presi­ 
dent of the institution, and investi­ 
gated the robbery . He staled that 
no due was left, and that the rob­ 
bers did not even leave a tool used 
in the robbery . 
The 
robbers 
gained 
entrance 
through the rear door, by boring a 
hole in the door panel large enough 
for a man to slip bis hand inside 
and unfasten the lock. 
The robbers then applied the actv- 
lene torch to the side of the safe, 
near the combination, and 
a 
bole 
was burned through, hut their cTTorts 
were frustrated on account of an­ 
other piece of steel shelving on the 
inside. 
The currency on 
a 
shelf 
was 
burned while the torch was melting 
its way into the safe. The 
safety 
liox es were o]>encd and the contents 
were thrown around on the 
floor.

The p ositive charge on the nucleus

said to be ex actly neutralized by tbe

group ed about it. 
Sup p ose now 
that by some means 
an electron can be detached 
from the 
atom. Then the atom becomes 
what 
is k nown as a p ositive Ion and it ex ­ 
hibits the p rop erties of a p ositively 
charged body, or 
In other words 
since 
an electron which carries a 
negative 
charge has been removed 
from the 
atom which has equal p ositive 
and 
negative charges, the p ortion 
of the 
atom now remaining has a deflciehcy 
of negative charge and acts lik e any 
p ositively charged body. 
On the other hand if 
some force

be brought to bear that will add an 
electron to a normal atom which is 
neutral as far as electrical charges 
are measured, the result will be a ne­ 
gative Ion, which will

An atom then which

deficiency of electrons is called a p os- 
Itlve ion and one haring ex cess of 
electrons Is called a negative ion. 
Since each electron carries a ne­ 
gative charge of electricity an elec­ 
tron rep resents a certain quantity of 
electricity.

Washington.—Expenditures totaling 
$9,739,872.47 for carrying through its 
program of services and relief during 
the fiscal year In the United States 
and overseas are authorized in the 
budget of the American lied Cross, ef­ 
fective July 1, 1922. Tills total is $2,- 
735,975 less than the expenditures for 
the last fiscal year, when disburse­ 
ments reached $12,475,847.09, it is an 
xiounced at National Headquarters in 
a statement emphasizing the necessity 
of continued support of the organiza­ 
tion by enrollment during the annual 
Roll Call, November 11-November 30 
inclusive. 
This total for the budget 
is exclusive of the large financial op­ 
erations of the 3,300 active Bed Cross 
Chapters, which, It Is estimated, will 
more than double the total. 


W ar Veteran* Have First Call 
First call on Red Cross funds is for 
the disabled ex-service men, of whom 
27,487 were receiving treatm ent from 
the Government on June 1 last. This 
work for veterans and their families 
in a wide variety of service that the 
Government is not authorized to ren 
der and for which it has neither 
funds nor facilities has the cull on 
$3,030,<£*2.90 during the current year, 
or about $3GG.OOO more than was ex­ 
panded last year for soldier service 
Adding the funds disbursed in this 
humanitarian work of physical recon 
stitution following the World War by 
the Chapters throughout the country 
will approximate a total for the cur 
rent 
year 
approaching 
$10,000,000 
This work, in the opinion of the Sur 
geun General’s office, will not reach 
its peak before 192G. 
Through its Chapters the American 
Red Cross Is equipped to find the in 
dividual ex-service man, help him in 
his problems and difficulties, provid* 
immediately for his necessities, and 
open the way for him to the Govern 
raent compensation and aid to which 
he is entitled. 
The extension of this 
work to the families of such men 
proves to theni| that the Red Cross 
has lost none of its sympathy nor will 
to service manifested in wartime. Sim 
ilariy the service goes out to the men 
still in the Army and Navy, 11,US7 of 
whom were under treatment in Gov­ 
ernment hospitals on June 1, 1922 


Greater Domestic Program 
This year—after five years of con­ 
structive effort during the war and 
after the armistice—brings with it a 
greater 
responsibility 
for 
domestic 
service to the American Red Cross. 
The budget for foreign operations, 
however, totals $3,404,000, but of this 
amount $1,834,000 is for medicul re­ 
lief and hospital supplies for Russia, 
which is a part of the gift made by 
the American Red Cross in 1921 to 
the Russian famine relief work of the 
American Relief Administration pro- 
giura. The child health service in Ku- 
rope continues, moreover, and $054,- 
000 is appropriated for this work un­ 
dertaken in 1920. Other items in the 
stringently 
diminished 
foreign 
pro- 
gruui include $200,000 to support the 
league of Red Cross Societies, $22,- 
000 for nurses’ training schools insti­ 
tuted by the Red Cross abroad, and 
$000,000 for liquidation of the general
